I have,  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  ny  annual  Report  for  the 
year  1941.  It  concerns  the  Public  Health  work  of  the  Town  and 
includes  the  School  Medical  Report  and  the  work  of  the  Port  Health 

Authority. 

This  Report  is  based  on  the  various  Government  Circulars  that 
apply  to  Barry. 

The  main  features  nay  bo  summarised  under  the  following  headings 

PUBLIC  HxiiALTH  SLKV1CL.  "P 

Vital  Statistics.  - These  figures  are  based  on  information  supplied 
by  the  Registrar  "General , The.  birth-rate  for  1941  was  18.2  per  1,000 
population.  This  is  an  increase  compared  with  the  rate  for  1940.  The 
death-rate  12,95  remains  almost  stationary.  The  infant  mortality  rate 
was  43  per  1,000  live  births.  Again  one  of  the  lowest  for  Barry  and 
c; nsiderably  less  than  the  Rational  figure. 

The  number  of.  eases  of  notifiable  diseases 
although  higher  than  the  previous  year  can  largely  be  accounted  for 
by  measles  and  whooping  c^-ugh,  which  became  notifiable  in  1940.  Cases 
cl  seri.us  disease  being  comparatively  low.  There  was  no  major  outbreak 
of  epidemic  disease. 

PoRT  HnmLTH  mUTPL  RITY . 

General . - At  the  present  time,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance 

that  port  health  authorities  should  maintain  constant  vigilance  so 
as  to  prevent  the  introduction  into  the  country  of  any  of  the  major 
diseases.  This  has  been  done  at  this  port  and  it  is  pleasing  to 
report  that  no  infectious  disease  of  this  nature  was  notified  during 
the  year.  This  may  possibly  be  due  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the 
vessels  entering  this  port,  have  touched  at  other  British  ports  before 
arriving  here. 

All  vessels  entering  the  port,  whether  foreign  or 
coastwise,  are  boarded  upon  arrival,  and  it  was  found  that  generally 
speaking,  the  health  of  seaoien  w as  good. 

The  facilities  afforded  for  dealing  with  scabies  are 
br  ught  to  the  notice  of  all  masters  of  vessels  and  the-  details  of  the 
cases  dealt  with  are  recorded  in  another  pert  of  this  report. 

The  sanitation  on  vessels  has  been  well  supervised,  and 
in  spite  of  the  prevailing  difficulties,  a satisfactory  standard  of 
maintenance  and  cloanliness  is  being  enforced.  This,  of  course,  has 
become  increasingly  difficult. 

SCHouL  -oLDiCi-iL  SLRVXCL. 

This  Report  is  prepared  cn  the  lines  indicated  in  the 
Board’s  Circular  Form  6M.  The  need  for  economy  having  become  more 
urgent,  the  Report  is  further  curtailed  in  accordance  with  the  directions 
of  the  Circular. 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  medical,  dental  and  nursing 
staffs  during  the  year.  Arrangements  for  medical,  dental  and  cleanliness 
inspections  were  carried  on  as  usual. 

There  has  been  no  curtailment  of  the  arrangements  for 
the  various  forms  of  treatment  or  the  provision  of  solid  meals  or  milk. 
The  Milk-in-Scheols-Schemc  Is  functioning  normally  for  children  attending 
school,  and  provision  has  been  made  for  children  absent  from  school  on 
account  of  illness  to  receive  milk  under  tho  Scheme. 

Shortage  of  beds  at  the  local  hospital  is  the  reason 
for  the  comparatively  small  number  of  operations  for  enlarged  tonsils 
and  adenoids • 
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Scabies . - Although  the  number  of  cases  of  impetigo  showed  a decrease, 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  scabies  was  noted. 

Treatment  Centres  have  been  established  at  Cadoxton, 
Woodlands  Road,  and  Barry  Island  First  Aid  Posts  (in  the  eastern, 
central  and  western  parts  of  the  town)  and  the  nurses  attached  to  the 
posts  treat  all  cases  referred  to  them,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
School  Medical  Officer.  These  were  established  during  the  year,  and 
202  cases  have  been  treated. 

Nutrition.  - Classification  of  the  Nutritional  Table  shows  that  80.5 
per  cent  of  the  children  inspected  during  the  year  was  normal. 

The  Certified  Special  School  for  Mentally  Defective 
Children  is  being  carried  on  normally. 

Provision  of  meals  and  milk  continue  as  before  and 
increasing  facilities  are  being  made  for  providing  mid-day  meals  both 
at  ’cost  of  parent'  and  in  necessitious  cases. 

Finally,  I wish"  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Authority  for 
their  kindness  and  support  and  the  officers  of  the  Health  and  other 
departments  for  their  continued  assistance  and  co-operation.

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(2)  MATERNITY . - During  tho  year  there  has  been  a greater  demand 

for  the  Institutional  treatment  of  maternity  cases.  This  has  been 
brought  about  by  tho  increased;  number  of  young  married  couples  living 
in  rooms  unsuitable  for  accouchement;  and  also  tho  difficulty 
experienced  by  expectant  mothers  in  obtaining  assistance  during  their 
’lying-in’  period. 

This  has  resulted  in  selecting  certain,  types  of  cases  for 
admission  to  Institutions.  Only  complicated  cases  of  pregnancy,  and 
those  where  it  was  impossible  on  account  of  unsuitable  home  conditions, 
or  lack  of  adequate  home  help,  being  sanctioned  for  admission  to  either 
the  local  Woodland  Hoad  Nursing  .Home or  the  Cardiff  City  Maternity 
Hospital,  at  the  City  Lodge,  Cardiff.

On  account,  of  the  fact  that  there  are  no  cubicle  wards  In 
this  hospital,  the  Council  have  made  arrangements  with  the  Cardiff  City 
Council  to  receive  patients  suffering  from  diseases  of  the  enteric  group, 
cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  acute  poliomyelitis,  encephalitis  lethargica, 
erysipelas,  and  meningitis  other  than  tuberculous.

A complete  tabulated  statement  of  all  notifiable  diseases  that  occurred 
during  the  year  is  attached. 

SCARLET  FEVER.  - During  the  year  the  prevalence  of  this  disease 
increased,  59  cases  notified,  and  of  these  55  were  removed  to  hospital.  • 

DIPHTiiERIA . - The  prevalence  of  this  disease  increased  during  the  year,  _ 

there  being  110  cases  notified.  Of  these  108  were-  admitted  to  hospital. 

In  addition,  38  other  cases  were  admitted  to-  hospital  and  treated  for 
various  non-diphtheritic  conditions  such  as  tonsillitis,  quinsy, 

Vincent's  angina  and  septic  conditions  of  no, so  and  throat.  .. 

There  were  five  deaths  amongst  cases  of  diphtheria. 

The  case  fatality  rato  for  this  disease  w as  4.54  per  cent,  the  'attack* 
rate  being  2.75  per  1,000  population.
